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TOWARD  2000  COMMITTEE  LOOKS  TO  FUTURE 


Living  during  a  time  when  "Star 
Wars"  and  "The  Empire  Strikes 
Back"  are  household  words,  it  is  not 
difficult  to  understand  why  Columbia 
Seminary's  Board  of  Directors  has 
appointed  a  "Toward  2000  Commit- 
tee." This  long-range  planning  com- 
mittee was  established  by  the  Board 
in  April,  1981.  Its  exciting  assigned 
task  is  "to  analyze  and  project  the 
Seminary's  mission  and  program"  as 
we  move  toward  the  year  2000  and  a 
new  century. 

The  first  meeting,  held  in  the  Fall 
of  1981,  was  used  to  discuss  hopes 
and  dreams,  design  a  process  for  the 
work  of  the  Committee  and  identify 
significant  studies  and  data  to  be  ex- 
amined. Five  areas  were  identified 
which  included  a  study  of  THE 
GLOBAL  2000  REPORT,  THE  FU- 
TURE OF  PROTESTANT  SEMI- 
NARIES, Population  Trends  in  the 
Southeast,  Preparation  for  Ministry 
Papers  and  Comparative  Studies  of 
Columbia  Seminary. 

In  February,  1982,  the  significant 
concept  and  trends  in  these  docu- 
ments were  presented  and  translated 
into  a  proposed  "Statement  of 
Purpose." 

The  Committee  took  note  of  cer- 
tain complex  problems  and  trends 
that  will  influence  the  Christian 
Church  and  the  vital  role  of  theologi- 
cal education  in  the  decades  to  come. 
A  list  of  18  "potential  priority  issues" 
were  identified.  These  issues  will  be 
developed  and  their  relative  impor- 
tance established  in  preparation  for 
the  next  "Toward  2000  Committee" 
meeting  in  May.

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Dr.  W.  Frank  Harrington,  Pastor 
of  the  Peachtree  Presbyterian  Church 
and  General  Chairman  of  the  COM- 
MITMENT TO  EXCELLENCE 
CAMPAIGN  in  the  Synod  of  the 
Southeast,  announces  that  315 
churches,  numerous  individuals  and 
several  foundations  have  made 
pledges  and  gifts  of  $3,021,888  on  a 
goal  of  $4,500,000  as  of  March  1, 
1982. 

Active  campaigning  is  currently 
underway  in  Atlanta,  Bethel, 
Charleston  and  Savannah  Presby- 
teries, while  follow-up  activities  are 
being  carried  out  in  the  other  nine 
presbyteries  of  the  Synod. 


SYNOD  AND  SEMINARY  LEADERS  MEET  WITH  MODERATOR— During  the  1981  Meeting 
of  the  Synod  of  the  Southeast  held  at  the  Columbia  Presbyterian  Church  and  on  the  Seminary 
Campus,  the  Court  was  honored  by  a  visit  from  the  Moderator  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S., 
Mrs.  Dorothy  Barnard.  L  to  R  -  President  J.  Davison  Philips;  Synod  Executive  Secretary,  James

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Crossing  the  Boundary  is  the  apt 
title  of  a  research  report  developed  by 
Roy  M.  Oswald  of  the  Alban  Insti- 
tute. It  presents  results  from  a  study 
of  102  seminary  graduates  who  have 
been  in  the  parish  ministry  for  from 
one  to  three  years.  They  represent  ten 
different  seminaries  in  eight  different 
denominations. 

These  graduates  shared  their  joys, 
surprises  and  their  failures.  Some  had 
rather  discouraging  experiences.  They 
went   through   confusion,    loneliness, 


disappointment,  rejection,  and  failure. 
On  the  other  hand,  others  were  "hav- 
ing the  time  of  their  lives!"  They 
were  being  challenged  in  ways  that 
continually  exhilarated  them.  They 
were  positive  about  the  Church  and 
enthusiastic  about  ministry  in 
Christ's  name. 

The  research  project  resulted  in  a 
most  helpful  collection  of  proposals 
for  "crossing  the  boundary  between 
seminary  and  the  parish."  They  range 
from  personal  spirituality  and  whole- 
ness to  the  development  of  skills  and 
competencies.  It  is  quite  evident  that 
an  understanding  of  people,  and  of 
the  factors  which  influence  them,  is 
vital  to  the  practice  of  ministry.  Most 
of  all,  what  the  New  Testament  calls 
"the  knowledge  of  God"  is  essential 
for  ministry. 

Our  Professor  of  Ministry,  Dr. 
Robert  H.  Ramey,  Jr.,  uses  this  ma- 
terial with  our  Seniors.  Church  pro- 
grams in  Stewardship,  Evangelism 
and    World    Missions    are    reviewed 


with  the  help  of  many  resource  per- 
sons. Church  polity,  and  particularly 
the  Book  of  Church  Order,  is  studied. 

Crossing  the  Boundary  is  also  fa- 
cilitated in  the  courses  taught  by  Di- 
rector of  Supervised  Ministry,  Peter 
C.  Carruthers.  Placements  in  par- 
ishes, church  institutions  and  agen- 
cies, in  hospital  and  urban  ministries 
provide  a  student  with  experience 
under  supervision  in  work  in  the 
Church.  Pastors,  Chaplains  and 
Counselors  help  supervise. 

In  this  way,  Columbia  seeks  to  pre- 
pare ministers  in  the  "real"  world  of 
today.  Your  prayers,  participation 
and  understanding  are  helping  to 
make  Columbia  Seminary  an  increas- 
ingly effective  instrument  of  the 
Church's  mission.

The  1981  Birthday  Offering  of  the  Women-of-the-Church  has  enabled 
Columbia  Seminary  to  develop  significant  new  programs  in  international 
mission.  These  include: 

— bringing,  in  cooperation  with  the  Division  of  International  Mission, 
PCUS,  eight  Japanese  pastors  for  a  special  course  of  study  on  the 
Columbia  campus 
— sending  PCUS  pastors  to  the  campus  of  the  United  Theological  Col- 
lege of  the  West  Indies  for  a  continuing  education  program  on  the 
church  in  the  Caribbean 
— placing  Columbia  students  in  Jamaican  churches  under  the  supervi- 
sion of  Jamaican  pastors  for  a  summer  of  Supervised  Ministry 
— providing  research  scholarships  for  two  Third  World  theologians 
(from  Nigeria  and  Jamaica)  to  study  and  teach  on  the  Columbia 
campus 
— arranging  for  Professor  Keith  Nickle  to  spend  part  of  his  sabbatic 
leave  on  the  campus  of  the  United  Theological  College  of  the  West 
Indies  and  the  campus  of  Codrington  Theological  College,  Barbados 
— granting  scholarships  to  pastors  from  Zambia,  Zaire,  Nigeria,  Ger- 
many, Jamaica  and  England  to  study  on  the  Columbia  campus 
These  and  other  such  programs  are  helping  provide  faculty  and  stu- 
dents with  new  international  perspectives  and  multi-cultural,  non- Western 
experiences,  and  with  a  deeper  sense  of  God's  work  in  other  parts  of  the 
world.  Many  of  these  programs  are  in  cooperation  with  the  Division  of  In- 
ternational Mission,  PCUS,  or  with  the  other  schools  in  the  Atlanta  Theo- 
logical Association. 


JAMAICA  SEMINAR 

Under  the  leadership  of  Professors 
Wade  Huie  and  Keith  Nickle,  a  sem- 
inar on  internationalizing  ministry 
brought  together  students  from  Co- 
lumbia, Candler  School  of  Theology 
(Emory  University),  the  Interdenomi- 
national Theological  Center,  and  Er- 
skine Seminary.  During  the  first  week 
of  January  they  met  on  the  Columbia 
campus  reading  books  and  articles  on 
the  church  in  the  Caribbean  and  lis- 
tening   to   lectures    by    pastors    and 


scholars  from  the  Caribbean.  The 
next  two  weeks  were  spent  in  King- 
ston, Jamaica,  visiting  churches,  talk- 
ing with  church  leaders,  and  living 
with  students  at  the  theological 
school  there.  The  final  week  of  Janu- 
ary was  spent  back  in  Atlanta  reflect- 
ing on  what  they  had  seen  and 
learned  and  how  that  would  influence 
their  ministries  in  the  years  ahead. 
"It  was,"  declared  a  Columbia  stu- 
dent, "one  of  the  most  important  ex- 
periences of  my  life.  I  have  a  new 
commitment  to  the  ministry  of  the 
church  around  the  world." 


MID-EAST 
ADVENTURE 

"The  three  weeks  I  spent  in  the 
Mid-East  were  like  living  in  a  scrap- 
book  of  our  religion  and  our  civiliza- 
tion." So  Jesse  Hegler,  a  graduating 
senior  at  Columbia,  described  the 
twenty-one  day  trip  he  took  last  sum- 
mer to  Jordan,  Israel,  and  Greece. 
Jesse  was  one  of  five  Columbia  stu- 
dents participating  in  an  excursion 
led  by  Prof.  John  Hayes  of  Candler 
School  of  Theology,  Emory,  to  study 
the  area  of  the  world  which  stands  at 
the  center  of  our  Biblical  heritage 
and  figures  so  prominently  in  contem- 
porary international  debates. 

Joining  Jesse  last  summer  were  fel- 
low students  Jann  Aldridge,  Tim 
Havlicek,  John  Hunter,  and  Dan 
Sansbury. 

The  Mid-East  Seminar,  now  in  its 
third  year,  is  a  project  conceived  and 
sponsored  by  H.  G.  Pattillo,  a  Presby- 
terian Elder  from  Decatur.  Students 
are  carefully  selected  from  Columbia, 
Candler  School  of  Theology,  and  the 
Southern  Baptist  Theological  Semi- 
nary in  Louisville,  Kentucky.  They 
are  joined  by  six  lay  persons,  who  are 
already  carrying  important  responsi- 
bilities in  business,  professional,  and 
community  life.  The  mix  provides  an 
unusual  experience  in  leadership  de- 
velopment for  the  seminarians. 

The  students  from  Columbia  cho- 
sen for  the  1982  excursion  in  June  in- 
clude Kim  Clayton,  Matthew  Coving- 
ton, Russell  Jonas,  John  Mabray, 
Grady  Perryman,  Carlos  Soto,  and 
alternate  Lynn  HoUaday.

THE  COLUMBIA  FORUM 
AND  CTS  GRADUATES 

Over  a  period  of  154  years,  since 
Columbia  Seminary  first  opened  its 
doors  in  1828,  some  3,175  persons 
have  been  trained  as  ministers  of  the 
Gospel.  Of  this  number,  1,787  are  liv- 
ing today  and  serving  the  Church  as 
pastors,  missionaries,  teachers,  coun- 
selors, administrators  and  chaplains, 
while  some  are  honorably  retired.

Columbia  Theological  Seminary 
inaugurated  its  first  Professor  of 
Christian  Ethics  on  October  20, 
1981.  Dr.  J.  Phillips  Noble,  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
gave  the  Inaugural  Vow  and  Presi- 
dent J.  Davison  Philips  gave  the 
charge  to  the  newly  inaugurated 
Professor.  Dr.  Charles  Cousar, 
who  was  Dean  of  Academics  when 
Dr.  Bonkovsky  was  called  to  Co- 
lumbia, offered  the  Prayer  of 
Installation. 

Frederick  Otto  Bonkovsky,  was 
a  National  Merit  Scholar  at 
Muskingum  College,  where  he 
studied  bio-chemistry,  history,  and 
violin.  He  graduated  as  valedicto- 
rian of  his  class. 

He  earned  his  Master  of  Divin- 
ity degree,  magna  cum  laude,  at 
Yale  University  as  a  Danforth  fel- 
low and  he  received  his  Ph.D.  from 


Harvard  University. 

Dr.  Bonkovsky  earned  a  certifi- 
cate in  theology  at  the  Free  Uni- 
versity of  Berlin  and  served  as  a 
fraternal  coordinator  for  the  Goss- 
ner  Mission. 

Dr.  Bonkovsky's  pastorates  in- 
clude churches  in  Massachusetts 
and  New  Hampshire.  He  is  a 
member  of  Suwannee  Presbytery 
(Florida),  the  American  Academy 
of  Religion,  and  the  Society  of 
Ethics.  He  has  been  the  recipient 
of  Fulbright  and  Rockefeller 
Scholarships  and  a  research  award 
from  the  Berlin  Science  Center. 
He  has  also  served  on  and  chaired 
several  PCUS  General  Assembly 
committees. 

His  most  recent  book,  entitled.

Policy  (1980)  has  been  well 
received.

This  year  Columbia  is  engaged  in 
several  important  studies.  One  is  be- 
ing done  by  the  Toward  2000  Com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors (see  article,  page  1)  and  the 
other  is  a  study  being  carried  out  by 
faculty  and  administrative  staff  under 
the  direction  of  Dean  Oscar  Hussel.

NEW  BOOK  BY  COUSAR 

Dr.  Charles  B.  Cousar,  Samuel  A. 
Cartledge  Professor  of  New  Testa- 
ment, has  recently  completed  a  book 
entitled,  GALATIANS.  This  new 
volume  is  one  of  a  series  published  by 
John  Knox  Press  called,  "Interpreta- 
tion: A  Bible  Commentary  for  Teach- 
ing and  Preaching."  Editors  of  the  se- 
ries are  James  L.  Mays,  Patrick  D. 
Miller,  and  Paul  J.  Achtemeier.  The 
series  is  directed  to  those  who  inter- 
pret the  Bible  through  teaching  and 
preaching  in  the  Church.  The  other 
volume  of  the  series  now  in  print  is 
GENESIS  by  Walter  Brueggemann, 
Smyth  Lecturer  for  1982. 


Dr.  Felix  B.  Gear,  former  modera- 
tor of  the  PCUS  and  Professor  Emer- 
itus of  CTS,  died  at  his  home  in  De- 
catur, GA,  on  March  10,  1982,  at  the 
age  of  82. 

A  native  of  West  Virginia,  Dr. 
Gear  was  a  graduate  of  Davis  &  El- 
kins  College.  His  B.D.  was  earned  at 
Union  Seminary  in  Richmond  and  his 
advanced  degrees  included  a  Th.M. 
from  Princeton  Seminary  and  a  Ph.D. 
from  the  University  of  Edinburgh. 

Dr.  Gear  was  ordained  in  1926.  He 
was  Pastor  of  the  First  Church,  Co- 
lumbia, MS,  1928-34;  Professor  of 
Bible  and  Philosophy  at  Southwestern 
College,  1934-43;  and  became  Pastor 
of  Second  Church,  Memphis,  TN,  in 
1943.  In  1947,  he  was  called  to  be- 
come Professor  of  Systematic  Theol- 
ogy at  CTS,  the  chair  he  held  until 
his  retirement  in  1969. 

Dr.  Gear  served  on  numerous  com- 
mittees of  the  PCUS  at  the  Presby- 
tery, Synod  and  General  Assembly 
level.  His  devotion  and  service  to  the 
church  was  rewarded  in  1964  when 
he  was  elected  Moderator  of  the 
PCUS,  an  office  he  carried  out  with 
distinction. 

He  married  Leona  Harper  of 
Macksville,  WV,  in  1924.  She  died  in 
1973.  The  Gears  had  two  chil- 
dren— Dick  (a  Louisiana  attorney) 
and  Muriel  (wife  of  a  Presbyterian 
minister  in  Texas).  His  second  mar- 
riage in  1975  to  Agnes  Johnson  was  a 
source  of  joy  to  family  and  friends. 

A  Worship  Service  of  Praise  and 
Thanksgiving  was  conducted  by  Dr. 
J.  McDowell  Richards  and  the  Rev. 
P.  C.  Ennis  in  memory  of  Dr.  Gear 
on  March  13.
